that I have found that forces us to 
the conclusion that, because the fed- 
eral government has done something 
to improve the navigable condition of 
this stream, the state is forbidden to 
do anything further in this respect. 
If the' two governments are working 
to the same end and there is no con- 
flict—and it does not appear in this 
case that there is 
any—upon what 


theory must it be held that the state 
government has had withdrawn from 
It the power to improve and maintain 
this public highway? 


It does not appear in this case that 


there is any conflict between the two 
governments relative to the mainten- 
ance of this waterway and, so far as 
this record discloses—assuming it to 
be true that the federal government 
has appropriated public funds for the 
purpose of improving the navigation 
of tins stream—the two governments 
are working in liarmony, looking to a 
common end, namely, the improve- 
ment of a public highway for the pub- 
lic use and benefit. 
The Respondent May Be Required, 
in a Proceeding of this Character, to 


Properly Maintain Its Canal. 


We have seen that the canal owned 


and operated by this respondent is a 
public canal; that it is inherently and 
necessarily so because the organisa- 
tion of no other character of canals Is 
authorized by the statute under which 
the charter and frachlse of this res- 
pondent wore granted 10 it by the 


its canal to the dimensions of width j son et al, 71 Fla'., 363, this court issuec 
and depth required by law, and that 
hereafter the canal be maintained at 
such dimensions. How the respond 
ent shall accomplish this object must 
of 
necessity 
be left largely to its 


judgment and discretion. The restor- 
ation and mainenance of the canal is 
the end sought. The means or meth- 
od employed for accomplishing this 
end is immaterial to the state.

If the decisions of HIM -court settle

precision every point in the canal at 
which evidence of its delinquency 
may be found 


Because of other public duties re- 


quiring attention, this brief is filed 
without an opportunity to read and 
correct errors that inevitably occur 
in expression and otherwise in dicta- 
lion.

Unapproiehcd Industrial Power. 


If the unorganized manhood strength 


of the United States Is Imposing, the 
Industrial capacity of tbe nation Is 
even more impressive. 


With less than one-tenth of the 


world's population, w'e make nearly 
one-third of all the things produced. 


In iron and steel, for instance, we 


turn out more than Great Britain and 
Germany, the two ne« largest pro- 
ducers, do together. 


Some observers have estimated the 


present industrial capacity of the Unit- 
ed States at as much as all the rest of 
the world put together. While this is 
perhaps an overestimate, large scale 
production has been carried to such a 
tine point here that no nation can ap 
proiich us In the total produced per 
worker. 


The average American produces more 


per hour of labor than the citizen of 
any other nation. We rely on mechan- 
ical power three times more per man 
than docs Great Britain, four times 
more than Germany and five times 
more than France. 


The committee on industrial prepar- 
edness of the naval consulting board 
is just about completing an inventory 
of the nation's war resources. 


While the organization which was to 


result from this Inventory has only just 
been started, the work of investigation 
done indicates In the clearest manner 
the factory strength of this country. , 


In a preliminary report Howard E. 


Coffin, cbaiunan of the committee, stat- 
ed that there are more than 30,000 
manufacturing concerns in the United 
States which can render Important 
service in the event of war. No plant 
la 'Included in this list whose annual 
output Is less than $100.0011. 


The Inventory is In the hands of the 


great engineering societies of the coun- 
try, which have had committees at 
work In every state. 


The United States marine corps Is 


independent of both the army and the 
navy, and its small strength should 
perhaps be added to that of the two 
main services when estimating the to- 
tal organlzeil belligerent power of the 
nation. The authorized strength of the 
corps Is 1.r>.iK7 officers anil men of all 
classifications, and the ranks are near- 
ly full- 


Various schemes for army reserve 


bodies were incorporated In the na- 
tional defense act of last year, but 
these provisions have not been In force 
long enough to produce results of im- 
portance. 
For instance, of 50,000 re- 


serve officers provided for a total of 
less than 500 1ms been commissioned.

(as of the navy also) Is the president 
of tbe United States.

All the many varieties of bulbous

Tested by the rule announced in 


the several opinions of this court in 
the case of state ex rel Ellis, attorney 
general, vs A. C. L. R. R. Co., supra, 
where the question of necessary aver- 
ments in the alternative writ in a case 
of this kind was considered, the aver- 
ments of this writ will, we believe, 
be found sufficient. 


For obvious reasons the averments 


of the writ relative to the defects in 
the canal and the averments relative 
to the means and manner or method 
of its restoration and maintenance 
cannot be as full in this case as thoy 
were in the case against the railroad 
company. In this case all that is re- 
quired is that the respondent restore 


cede that the conclusion Is sound. If 
it Is aound, the expression to main- 
tain, used In the case of the state ex 
rel Kills TS A. C. L. R. R. Co., supra, 
has no meaning, because If the obli- 
gation to maintain can be enforced 
only by bringing a separate suit 
against the respondent to require It 
to restore Its canal to the prescribed 
dimensions each time It falls to main- 
tain it as required by law at any 
point, then the expression to main- 
tain, as applied to public service cor- 
porations of this kind, means nothing, 
since the state Is powerless to require 
them to do anything except to restore 
their highways from time to time as 
they are permitted to become unfit 
tor public use, and this they are at 
liberty to permit at all times with Im- 
punity.
